Howard Jones declared recently 


that Gorrell was one of the best 
linesmen he has ever seen in action 
anywhere. Opponents seldom broke 
thru Gorrell's position, Jones said.

Superintendent Millikan said that 


aside from the fact that Gorrell is 
a thord football player and athlete, 
ho will bring to the school the latest 
methods in corrective physical cul- 
ture.

CITIZENS VOTE BONDS 


FOR NEW CITY HALL 


BY LARGE MAJORITY 


Voters Approve $35,000 Issue to Construct 


Building for Fire Apparatus and Water 


Department—Will Consider Plans 


A total of 559 votes was cast by the citizens of Covina city on 


Tuesday of this week in declaring that they were in favor of a 
new city administration building, to cost about $40,000. The elec- 
tion called for bonds in the sum of $35,000, and these were voted, 
417 for, and 142 against, giving the necessary two-thirds vote! 
There is an additional $5,000 available through a gift made a num- 
ber of years ago by a citizen, Mrs. S. P. Jennison. 


The members of the board of trus-* 
— 


tees and the fifteen members of the 
city planning 'commission believe 
that the voters are a unit on the 
necessity for the new building, and 
that the votes cast against the pro- 
position were from those citizens 
who disapproved of the site that 
has been tentatively selected. It was 
understood that the city trustees 
will build the new buildings on the 
College street site, property which 
was purchased for that 
purpose 


many years ago. There were quite a 
number of citizens, however, who 
were in favor of erecting the build- 
ing on the city park, and others who 
favored other locations. 


The city planning commission, 


headed by I. Worth Everett, has de- 
clared that the College street site is 
the most practicable. The new build- 
ing is to be of greatest use as a fire 
hall, where the new and 'expensive 
equipment of the city will be housed. 
The new building will provide quar- 
ters for the driver of the fire truck, 
and meeting quarters for the volun: 
teer firemen. It will: -provide, rooms 


will incltide' in its features a public 
comfort station. For these reasons 
it is urged that the building should 
be centrally located. The College 
street site is adjacent to the offices 
of the telephone company, the Edi- 
son company and the gas company, 
making it possible to pay all utility 
bills in a concentrated locality, ac- 
cording to the proponents of the Col- 
lege street site. The park site and 
other sites would not be centrally 
located, it is pointed out. 


The city trustees will act as rapid- 


ly as is possible under the law to 
begin the preliminary measures for 
the building of the structure, it was 
said yesterday. Plans will be adopt- 
ed and bids advertised. Three plans 
have already been received. It was 
stated by board members that as 
much of the work as is possible will 
be done by local contractors and 
workmen. 


Members of the Covina volunteer 


fire force were well satisfied follow- 
ing the election, as the voting of the 
bonds makes possible the correction 
of bad -conditions that have been tol- 
erated in connection with the storing 
of valuable equipment, and the hous- 
ing or" the firemen.

Tell them to come and make 
a home where God and man in partnership have fashioned a

Over Arrowhead Trail— 


Travel over the Arrowhead Trail has greatly increased 


since the enactment of the Boulder dam measure, assuring 
construction at Black canyon. Las Vegas, the chief Nevada 
point on the transcontinental route, is the gateway to this 
site. 


Some time ago the attention of Bert Meek, director of 


the state department of public works, was called to the fact 
that Nevada has a splendid road from Las Vegas to the Cali- 
fornia line, but that this state has not matched the enter- 
prise of its neighbor. 


It is now announced from Sacramento that the sixty miles 


of desert road in what is known as route 31, running from 
San Bernardino to Jean, will be put in good temporary shape. 
That means, in the main, an oil surface. 


Various other sections of this route are now under con- 


struction. 


The improvement registered since a year ago has account- 


ed for a SO per cent increase in motor travel. When thf desert 
stretch is graded, oiled and rolled, the motorist can travel 
comfortably between Las Vegas and Los Angeles as fast as 
the law or his own speed limit will allow. 


This route undoubtedly is going to prove one of the most 


popular in the transcontinental series. To the unusual at- 
tractions of Zion's national park and the Grand canyon it 
offers the Black canyon gorge, site of what is to be the world's 
greatest dam. 


Kansas Editors- 


Former Governor Henry J. Allen has succeeded Vice- 


President Charles Curtis as senator from Kansas. His ap- 
pointment was made by Governor Reed of Kansas following 
a conference with President Hoover at the white house. 


Allen, for thirty-five years a Kansas newspaper editor and 


owner, was one of the directing powers of the Hoover-Curtis 
campaign last summer and fall, heading the publicity divi- 
sion, of the Republican national committee. With his advent 
into the senate, at the forthcoming extra session, Kansas will 
have the unique distinction of having as senators two news- 
paper editors, Senator Arthur Capper of that state being 
the owner of daily newspapers in Topeka and Kansas City, 
Kan., as well as a successful farmers' magazine. 


Allen began his newspaper career in 1894 as editor of the 


Manhattan (Kan.) Nationalist. Later he owned and edited 
daily papers in several of the smaller Kansas cities and then 
acquired the Wichita Daily Beacon. He disposed of this 
paper only recently to become editor and publisher of the 
Omaha (Neb.) Bee-News. He still retained his citizenship 
in Kansas, however.

The most casual visitor traveling 


In the train from Leyden to Haar- 
lem In the spring has his attention 
arrested by the splendor of color- 
ing on either side, for the Dutch 
bulb farms are probably as rich In 
bloom as an/ other In the world. 
Field after field of exquisite flowers 
strike the eye. 
From early April, 


when hyacinths bloom, to late June, 
when the Spanish Irises are at their 
best, the fields hold carnival. 


One of the most curious details 


In the work of the bulb farmer Is 
observed late In the summer, when 
the hyacinths are prepared for pur- 
poses of propagation. 
In other 


years a bulb was slashed trans- 
versely and set In the ground. By 
the following summer It had thrown 
oft a number of young bulbs. Ac- 
cident taught the growers a better 
method. 


Among the bulbs were some out 


of which mice had eaten the bot- 
tom, and In such cases, In the place 
where the mice had eaten, an ex- 
traordinary number of baby bulbs 
were found to be growing. 
The 


bulb had reproduced itself 80 or 
40 Told. 


The growers took the hint Now- 


adays they cut away the bottom of 
the bulb from the center and stand 
the bulb In the sun for a time. 
Then they plant it out, and every 
section raises little ones and nour- 
ishes them with Its own life. Next 
season the parent bulb has disap- 
peared and 30 or 40 little bulbs 
have taken Its place.

the Indian word "wejack," "wood- 
shaw," or "woodschoock," a name 
applied to this animal by hunters, 
trappers and traders in the Hudson 
bay region. 
Supposedly the word 


is derived from the Cree "otchek" 
or the Chippewa "otchig," which 
was applied to the fisher by the In- 
dians, but which was transferred 
to the groundhog by the whites. Ac- 
cording to the bureau of American 
ethnology, in the fur nomenclature 
of the Hudson's Bay company, the 
skins of groundhogs have long been 
known as "woodchucks."

For ages even the most Intelligent< 


jnen could count only to ten otJ 
twenty, the number of thelf fingers 
and toes. 
Then sticks and stone 


counters were laid la rows to Indi- 
cate and 
compute numbers In- 


volved In barter and trade, 
In the 


earliest civilizations symbols were 
employed to some extent, then in 
Egypt they had the happy thought 
of drawing a picture to represent 
each quantity. Thus, a frog equaled 
100,000 and a nian with arms out- 
stretched in admiration signified 
10,000,000. 
The Greek and Roman 


systems of letters for numerals 
were considered a great - advance, 
but only the most teamed could do 
any adding or subtracting with 
them. 
The decimal system was 


brought by an ambassador from 
India Into Arabia in 773 A. D., and 
European countries got their nu- 
merals from Arabia in the Twelfth 
century.

Trade 
and Industry, so long dammed up 
by a lack of any simple method of 
keeping accounts or doing business 
with persons at a distance, sprang 
into life—and the Commercial era 
was born.—Detroit News.

Broadcast Tells 
Best Routes Thru 
San Gabriel Valley 


Following is the second day-by-day 


broadcast put on by KFWB thru its 
travel tales program, the first ap- 
pearing in this newspaper last week: 


As mentioned in this broadcast 


(Radio Travel Tales), the way to 
save six or seven miles on the drive 
to San Bernardino, avoid 
rough 


pavement, a couple of detours and 
much traffic, and see some new coun- 
try, is to turn sharply to the left 
after 
crossing the 
electric rail- 


way tracks at the eastern end of the 
business section of El Monte, when 
driving out the Valley boulevard 
from Los Angeles. The broad new 
cement pavement, which you will en- 
counter on a curve, is El Monte 
boulevard, altho if you ask, some 
may call it Baldwin Park road. 


Driving to Baldwin Park one of 


the finest views of Mount Wilson 
and Old Baldy will unfold. Yester- 
day we said to keep straight ahead 
on Covina. boulevard when reaching 
the city of Covina. This instruction 
is correct when .your objective is 
the Arrow route, but it may be well 
today to consider another trip brief- 
ly- 


Citrus nvenue is the north-and- 


south center line of Covina, and the 
business street. Here we might turn 
right—that is south—and take a look 
at the main stem. Covina is a nice 
town and an old orange-growing cen- 
ter. Going down the business street 
four or five blocks, or to the end of 
the store section, we come to Ba- 
dillo street, occupied in the center 
by Pacific Electric railway tracks. 
We may continue south here to 
reach the old Pomona Hill road, but 
another way is to turn east on Ba- 
dillo and go to Grand avenue, mark- 
ed by the Pacific Electric Grand 
avenue station, and then turn south 
on Grand a mile to the Hill road. 
As related yesterday, the Hill road 
is rough but interesting. It is a 
short-cut to Pomona, where you find 
yourself again on Valley boulevard, 
with a couple of detours ahead on 
the way east. 


Proceeding straight thru' Covina, 


as we started, on Covina boulevard, 
we reach a left turn two miles east 
of town, Grand avenue. . Go north, 
and turn cast on either Covina or 
Bonita boulevard. Either road will 
take you to the pretty village of 
San Dimas. Here you may find an- 
other so-called Hill road to Pomona, 
and this one is paved. It takes you 
past the famed Mountain Meadows 
country club, tho Los Angeles county 
fair grounds, and into Ganesha park 
at the north end of Pomona.- 


The little town of Charter Oak is 


between Covina and San Dimas.
